Dr. Anna H oward Shaw*, national 
president, said today: 
‘‘It was not our people who hiss­ 
ed and hooted. 
The dem onstration: 
was made by persons whom ii recog­ 
nized as outsiders an d was confined, 
to one p a rt of the hall.” 
Spectators, however, contend t h a t 
the hissing was general and t h a t it 
was plainly an 
expression of the! 
feelings of m any 
of the suffrage 
delegates. 
Recognizing the possibilities 
of 
trouble, the executive com m ittee of 
th National 
W o m a n s Suffrage 
As­ 
sociation, today took up for consid-^ 
oration the sending of
